his bravery in rescuing three 
small children from a basement 
suite fire in Edmonton recently. 

Ho was also responsible for en¬ 
isling the aid of an Edmonton 
policeman who managed to rescue 
the fourth child in tire burning 
suite—a three-months-old baby. 

,'lho rescued children were San¬ 
dra, four; Norman, three; James, 
two; and Roy, three months, the 
family of Mrs. Katherine Morgan, 
who was absent from the home at 
the time. Constable Herbert Monro 
of Edmonton was the city police¬ 
man who aided in the rescue. 

According to the ^Edmonton 
Journal report, the Carne-gie boy 
was the first to discover the fire. 

He was in the living room of his 
home, above . the Morgan suite, 
when he saw smoke coming from 
the rold air vents. Knowing the 
mother to be away, he ran down¬ 
stairs and found the basement 
dwelling filled with smoke and 
flames licking from a bedroom 
closet. The three older children 
were in the kitchen of the suite 
and he carried them to safety up 
the basement steps. Returning for 
the baby which was in the back 
bedroom, he was driven back "by 
the dense smoke and intense heat, 
so ran to Const. MonrtJ for help. 

On annual leave at the time, 

Const. Monro was in his garden 
across the lane from the Morgan 
home. 

The policeman's first attempt to 
reach the baby failed when he was 
driven back by the heavy smoke. 

He then soaked a towel and, hold¬ 
ing it over his face, re-entered the 
bouse.

We noticed in the Stettler Independent that 900 
farmers of that district have marked their farms by 
placing name plates at their farm gates. The inex¬ 
pensive plates were supplied by a Stettler man and 
the Independent says that travel through the country¬ 
side is now much easier and more enjoyable. 

This matter of identifying farms by the use of name 
plates at the fanh gates is something which the Ad¬ 
vocate has urged for some time. Various Women’s In¬ 
stitute^ in the district have taken the matter up at 
times but in only one or two parts of the district have 
their efforts been successful. 

Think how much greater enjoyment a Sunday drive 
through the district would bring if each farm could 
be easily identified and how much easier it would be 
for a stranger to find.a certain farm. The necessity of 
stopping every mile or two and asking if this is “the 
Jones place’’ or of looking for a “white house with a 
red machine shed” (probably obscured by trees, any¬ 
way) would be eliminated. 

We hope the different rural organizations will pur¬ 
sue this matter until such time as every farm in the 
district boasts a name-plate at its gate.

The Business of Living 


Sometimes it seems that to acquire a handful of re¬ 
ceipted bills represents the major achievement of a 
month of living. For many individuals there is an un¬ 
ending battle to balance income and outlay. The dream 
of building up reserves usually has sorry results 
these times. Groceries, meat, bread, butter, eggs, milk, 
heat, light, water, clothing are more or less inescap¬ 
able charges which must be paid. There are doctor 
and dentist bills, drug bills, insurance, rental or taxes, 
church, chdrities, clubs, renewal of household goods, 
a long chain of “musts” or “shoulds” which do eat 
alarmingly into any family budget. Viewed from the 
standpoint of monthly bills—even the receipted bills 
—what a price must be paid for the stark process of 
keeping alive. What effort and planning are repre¬ 
sented in these bits of paper marked “paid". 

But important though they are to peace of mind, 
these receipted bills do not tell the whole story of 
living. The values of a year or a month of living can¬ 
not be translated into figures on bits of paper. On 
these can be found no record of the gay greetings 
which brighten .the days; the neighborly kindnesses 
exchanged; the pleasant associations with congenial 
friends; the joy in a fine day: the satisfaction in home 
and children, and in useful industrious livng. Here is 
no record of the daily experiences with shining hu¬ 
man qualties of tolerance, humor,' courage, under¬ 
standing. 

These are the qualities and values which offset the 
treadmill of economic anxiety and give the real flavor 
to life. They flow through the most lowly element of 
society as richly as through those removed from fin¬ 
ancial care. They at least are not measured in terms 
of money. The qualities of spirit which give meaning 
and substance to the business of living can escape the 
grim bounds of high cost of existence. These are qual¬ 
ities which can be listed amongst the few controllable 
expenditures still remaining to the average human be¬ 
ing, and* the more layish the spending, the more 
worthwhile life becomes. 

The milk of human kindness can flow freely, un¬ 
burdened by government ,.tax. Nor does it rise in cost 
from month to month. —High River Times.
